Loan for providing share capital to co-operatives of spinners, weavers 
and other artisans engaged in khadi work will be sanctioned to the extent 
of seven times the value of shares held by a member irrespective of 
number and value of each share subject to a ceiling of Rs. 1,750 per 
member. In other words, ifthe member’s ‘share is Rs. 250, Commission 
‘would contribute Rs. 1,750, taking up total shave capital of a member 
to Rs. 2,000. The above pattern of financial assistance is only for 
individual artisan members of co-operatives although it would be 
sancticned to co-operatives. The provision of the above pattern of 
Dnanc al assistance would take cffect from 1-4-1984,

22. Training to New and Traditional Weavers on Improved 

Looms 

Imparting training to the new as well as the tradtional weavers on 
the improved looms was found necessary. It was, therefore, agreed that 
the training course for them shall be organised. The duration of training 
shall be for 3 months and each batch will consist of at least 10 weaver 
trainees, The basis of financial assistance to the agencies implementing 
this training programme shall be as follows :—-

VI. RESEARCH 


24. Experiments in Khadi 


Grants are given to individua's and to institutions upto a maximum 
of Rs. 5,000 and Rs. 50,000 in cach case respectively. The grant is 
meant to cover the cost of implements and machinery, the cost of construc- 
tion of building and recurring expenditure for running the research 
laboratory. 


Notes: (i) The employees of the Commission concerned with the results of research 
and experiments conducted departmentally shall not be ‘entitled to 
retain vights or obtain patents for such results, 


(ii) Right to draw patents on inventions achieved through the funds granted 
by the Cor mission shall vest in the Commission alone. Sixty per cent 
' of the royalties and premia accrued out of the patent rights shall be 
retained by the Commission and forty per cent will be given to the 
inventor(s). 


f Gii) In case the invention achieved through the funds granted by the Co- 
mmission clocs not involve the question of patent and the Commission 
is satisfied about the usefulness of the results of research and experi- 
ments, the Commission might recognise such results and pay: suitable 
grant to the inventor(s) concerned in recognition of the invention.

REHABILITATION OF WEAVERS 


Just like in Cotton Khadi in Woollen Khadi also whereas the 
spinning activities are spread over in wider areas in the country the 
weaving activities are understaken at suitable places, where there is 
concentration of weaver families. From the economic point of view a 
composite centre comprising of spinning and weaving units at one place 
is a desirable proposition. As such rehabilitation of weaver in areas 
where spinning activities are in progress can be undertaken with advan- 
tage and for transportation of weavers from their original places to the 
new areas certain incentive may be provided io the weaver families. It 
was decided that an assistance of Rs. 2,500 per weaver family will be 
provided as grant for the provision for workshed and transportation of 
weaver families alongwith weaving equipment and accessories, and 
compensation for weaver’s wages during the period. 


5. Supply of Spares to Weavers 


With a view to increase the productivity of the weavers, improved 
weaving equipment alongwith the accessories have to be introduced in 
the field on much wider scale. Howeyer, certain accessories normally 
wear out by constant use and provision has to be made for procuring 


` spares that wore out and are to be replaced immediately as and when 


necessary. On the whole, it was estimated that the total cost of major 
accessories like temple, pirns etc. works out to Rs. 290 and their normal 
life expectancy is around 10 years, by which time they need total replace- 
ment. It was, therefore, agreed to make a total provision of Rs, 250 for 
supply of spares, once in ten years. It was further agreed, 50% of this 
cost was to be met by the institution from the artisans benefit fund and 
the remaining 50% i.e. Rs. 125 is to be provided as grant by the Commi- 
ssion. Thus the following patterns of assistance was agreed to—

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CHAPTER 3 


VILLAGE LEATHER INDUSTRY 


Assistance is provided to broadly three types of units :— 


(i) Small family units—that provide employment to 1 or 2 persons. 


(ii) Family units with or without hired labour — employing upto 6 
persons. 


(iii) The large non-factory unit employing not more than 9 persons 
when operated with power and not more than 19 persons if 
operated without power — such units shall ordinarily be assisted 
only if they are owned and operated by registered institutions 
and co-operatives. 


Where a non-factory size unit issowned and operated by an indivi- 
dual entrepreneur and the other workers become his employees, the assis- 
tance by the KVIC shall be provided subject to certain conditions such 
as non-exploitation of the employees by ensuring payment of perscribed 
minimum wages. The individual enterpreneurs will be eligible for ` 
fiscal concessions as are available to the artisans under the normal patterns, 
Finance shall also be made available to such individual entrepreneurs at 
the prevalent concessional rates of interest. The location of the units 
shall ordinarily bein rural areas which shall be deemed to include towns 
having ‘© class municipalities but not larger towns and cities. 


An individual entrepreneur shall have a personal stake and should ., 
contribute at least 10 per cent of the capital investment (land, building, 
machinery and equipment) either in cash or kind. The entrepreneur 


can raise this amount for investment from any source but this amount 
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would not be withdrawn from the business till loan provided by the KVIC 
is fully repaid. The entrepreneur shall abide by all the rules, regulations 
and conditions such as cost charts, the minimum wages that are prescribed 
in the schemes and he shall be one of the active participants in the produc- 
tion/sales activitics of the unit. He should undergo the prescribed 
training course, if any, for the industry before taking up the activity. If 
the entrepreneur is found not following the conditions, the assistance/ 
concessions may be withdrawn.

8. Flaying Platform 

In villages, animals are dying throughout the year. Village flayers 
are dragging the animals to the near-by roadside bush or side of the canal 
and flay the animal, take the hide and leave the carcass for consumption 
by vultures, dogs ete. Dragging the animal causes damage to the hides. 
Leaving the carcass in the open, besides creating a ghastly sie, causes 
problems of sanitation and hygiene. Local bodies, Gram Panchayats 
etc., should set up flaying platforms at a specially earmarked place and 
insist upon the flayer to carry the dead: animals to that place, flay the 
animal and bury the remnants in compost pits. Surface tallow, if any, 
could be removed by scrapping. In order to. help the Panchayat and 
_ other local bodies, institutions ctc., the scheme proposes to provide finan- 
cial assistance in the form of cent per cent grant. Such flayers would 
also be given training through field staff of the Commission/State Board 
in the efficient mariner of carrying carcass, which will not cause damage 
to the flaying and curing of hides, collection of tallow if any by scrapping 
and in preparation of compost manure.

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CHAPTER 24 


INTEGRATED DEVELOPMENT 
PROGRAMME 


The Concept and Approach . 


` Keeping in view the long experience of the Khadi and Village 
Industries Commission (K VIC) in conducting various schemes of inte- 
grated development of rural areas, it is desirable to recognise the 
development in relative terms and the process of development is' indi- 
cative of all round activities at various levels in selected areas. It 
implies that the activities pertaining to khadi and village industries are 
possible to be developed in accordance with the existing level of overall 
development of the area and are to be treated as part of such activities. 
It is this process of developnfent for which integrated development 
programme is intended to take a lead in giving momentum to coordi- 
nate the khadi and village industries activities with developmental 
activities in an integrated manner. Only such situa.ion will offer 
permanent place to khadi and village industries in the rural economy. 
This will mean adoption of a method of planning starting from the 
. grass-root level. Such planning will. be analytical in character and 
flexible in action so as to ensure growth with social justice.

SCOPE 


It is intended of the programmes to create dependable workers 
capable of undertaking independent charge of blocks for its integrated 
development. It is only dependable workers who can assure organisa- 
tion of such developmental activities and put the ENT activities on 
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sound footing. Selection of areas by any geogr aphical, economical or - 
social criteria.alone will not deliver satisfactory returns to KVI acti- 
vities. Therefore, the main job before it would be proper identifica- 
tion of workers and areas suitable for undertaking any of the KVIC’s 
programme Potential locally.

The programme is intended to be taken-up in areas where hardly 
any developmental activity, particularly that of the KVI sector, has 
been initiated. This will offer opportunities to areas which have been 
left over untouched by KVI activities and to areas where KVI have 
not been developed significantly. Of course, local institutions for 
artisans (but not necessarily of the artisans) are intended to be created 
wherever possible and the suitable byċ-laws will be adopted while 
organising such institutions. 


j H 
Besides, the selection of areas would be from among un-developed 
or under-developed regions, the benefits of KVI activities are intended 
to go to the lower income class. 


The selected areas are intended to be given such assistance for 
. KVI which will not increase the financial liability of the block level 
institution.in the initial period. Activities of production etc., bearing 
financial risks will howéver be entrusted to them at a suitable stage. 
The KVIC may take on its direct list any of such newly created 
organisations. However, it will remain open for the respective state 
boards to finance such new block level institutions when created. 
The activities of the block level I.D.P. institutions will generally 
consist of establishing centres for industries and crafts, judiciously 
organising the co-operatives, multiple training programmes for. increa- 
sing the skills of artisans and other local people desiring to undertake 
certain professions, undertaking and organising service centres arran- 
ging supply of tools, equipment, machines, raw materials, live-stock, 
etc, and such other activities leading to more employment, more 
production, more income. Such programmes, of course, will need 
the support of seed-money for capital formation.

The provision for assistance on bee-equipment will be made on the 
Ubasis of 50 percent grant and 50 percent loan, which shall be effective 


ffrom Ist April 1985. The details of patterns of financial assistance for 
odifferent schemes are as follows :—

2. Bee-nursery-cum-training centre 


The objective of bec-nursery-cum-training centre is to impart 
training to prospective beekeepers and also to multiply bee colonies and 
arrange for supplying the same to the beekeepers. One hundred candi- 
dates will be trained annually for a period of one month in batches and 
the process of training will continue for 3 years to train fresh batch of 
candidates. The candidates will be provided bee hives and other 
implements at 50% grant and 50% loan basis by the implementing 
institutions after their training is over. As a part of its function in, 
multiplication of bee cclonies, the unit will ‘arange for supply of bee 
colonies to the beekeepers. The nursery unit shall comprise 75 bee 
boxes with 75 nuclie for multiplication of colonies with a provision of 2 
extractors and other accessories. 


The nursery unit is expected to develop a capacity of producing 
400 kgs. of honey at the end of third year and it shall produce and supply 
75 additional bee colonies per annum subsequently. The assistance for 
this combined unit of bee nursery-cum-training unit shall be as follows +

During the last decade and a. half considerable teclinical advance- 
ment has taken place in Beekeeping Industry regarding the bee migra- 
tion, honey extraction, processing and utilisation of by-products etc. 
It is very vecessary to extend the laboratory results for the benefits for 
increasing their productivity. Towards this end, organising of a refresher 
course of a camp of 8 to 10 days in which the above mentioned improve- 
ments would be demonstrated and beekeepers would be taught how to 
apply these techniques in’ practice. The beekeepers refreshers course 
may be conducted by the implementing agencies through which these 
beekeepers are assisted. Each batch may consist of about 25 beekeepers, 

the training should be imparted by the technical staff of the KVIC/ 
` institution/KVIBs. The sponsoring institutions would be provided 
with Rs. 1,000 as grant for meeting the related expenses for or. garising 
and running the beekeepers course.

The Pattern of financial assistance for semi-automatic loom 


The financial assistance for semi-automatic loom will be sanctioned 
on the basis of 334 per cent grant and 66% percent loan, which will be 
applicable to cotton, woollen, silk and muslin khadi and polyvastra and 
25 percent grant and 75 percent loan for lokvastra scheme. The price of 
the semi-outomic loom would be fixed every year as per the existing 
norms by the Directorate of Instrumentation. The ownership of both 
improved loom and semi-automatic loom would rest with the imple- 
menting agencies. 


Other terms and conditions would remain unchanged. 
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
